City Government Has No Promises ir 
Hopes to Extend to the People of 
Those Districts Who Have 
No Light.

This was Mayor Ziegenhein’s comment on 
the street lighting situation Saturday morn- 
ing. In contains about all of the consolation 
or relief that the city government has to 
offer to residents of the districts where the 
ars lamps furnished light for the last time 
Friday night, and where the Welsbach gas 
mantle lamps will not be lighted for an 
indifinite time to come. 

They will have no light but moonlight. 

The new ten-year city lighting contracts 
for the illumination of the business dis- 
trict with electricity and of the residence 
district with mantle lamps went Into effect 
at noon Saturday. 

At 6:45 o'clock Saturday evening the first 
lighting under the new contract will com- 
mence. 

As shown by the map prepared by City 
Lighting Supervisor O'Reilly for Friday's 
Post-Dispatch, the district which will be 
lighted Saturday night is bounded by the 
river and by the following streets: 

Arsenal, from the river to Jefferson ave- 
nue; Jefferson, from Arsenal to Chouteau; 
Chouteau, from Jefferson to Grand; Grand, 
from Chouteau to Lindell; Lindell, from 
Grand Newstead: Newstead, from Lin- 
dell Easton; Easton and Cass, from | 
Newstead to Ninth; Ninth, from Cass to 
Bremen; Bremen, from Ninth to the river. 

South of Keokuk street, in the Carondélet 
district, light will be furnished by gasjets 
and gasoline mantle lamps, as in time past. 

With this exception, all of St. Louis, out- 
side the above-named boundaries, will have 
no:street lights but the moon Saturday 
night, and this condition will continue on 
every street until the Welsbach company 
gets its lamps in position. 

There are some mantle lamps in position 
on streets in the West End and in North Bt. 
Louis outside of the boundgsies named, but 
Supervisor O'Reilly said Saturday that he 
had no reason for believing that these 
would be lighted Saturday night. Most of 
them, he sald, were still incomplete in some 
particular, and a few which were fully 
equipped were so far isolated from others 
that the company will not light them until 
the entire neighborhood has been supplied. 

Although it was known two weeks ago 
that a period of darkness was impending, 
it was not until last Thursday that Mayor 
Ziegenhein wrote to President James Camp- 
bell asking him to have the are and incan- 
descent lamps kept burning until the new 
mantle lamps were installed.

China. 


‘CHINESE GOVERNMENT MUST BE 
RESTORED AT PEKIN. 


After Establishment of Order Russian 
Troops Will Be Withdrawn and 
Powers Are Asked to Do 
| Likewise. 


ST. PETERSBURG, Sept. 1—Rue 
makes official announcement of her in‘ 
tions in China. 

The announcement after mentioning 
unexpectedly rapid turn of military events 
at the seat of war in Pe Chi Li, enabling a 
‘comparatively insignificant detachment” of 
the allied forces to attain the original main 
object, the relief of the legationers and 
foreigners and the dispersal of the rebela 
concentrated at the capital, proceeds: 

“These favorable circumstances, how-- 
ever, change in no way the political program 
of Russia as previously marked out in the 
last government communique, and in order 
that no misunderstandings or incorrect tn- 
terpretations regarding the further inten- 
tions of Russia may arise the Emperor has 
directed the acting foreign minister to ad- 
dress to his representatives abroad the cir- 
cular which follows: 

“*The immediate objects which the im- 
perial government had in view at the very 
outset of the ‘Chinese trouble were as fol- 
lows: 

‘**First—To protect the Russian legation 
at Pekin. 

“ ‘Second—To assure the safety of Rus- 
sian subjects against the criminal inten- 
tions of the Chinese rebejs. 

***Third—To render help to the Chinese 
government in its struggle with these trou- 
bles, in the interests of a speedy -establish- 
ment of the legal order of things In the em- 
pire.’ 

“As a result all the powers interested de- 
cided, with the same object in view, to send 
troops to China. The imperial government 
therefore proposed the following funda-. 
mental principles to guide the powers in 
China: 

“ ‘First—The maintenance ®f a commor 
agreement among the powers. 

* ‘Second—The maintenance of the former 
state of organism in China. 

* *Third—The removal of everything that 
could lead to the partition of the Celestial 
Empire. 

“Fourth—The establishment with the 
united powers of a legal central govern- 
ment at Pekin, able alone to preserve order 
and tranquillity in the country.’ 

“On these points agreements prevatied 
with almost all the powers. . 

“While pursuing no other objects, the 
imperial government will continue to stead- 
fastly adhere to its former program of 
action. When the course of events, such 
as a rebel attack on our troops at New 
Chwang and a series of hostile acts by 
the Chinese on our state frontier, as for 
instance, 
chensk, induced Russia to occupy New 
Chwang and march troops into the Man- 
churian territories, such timely measures, 
which, exclusively prompted by the neces- 
sity of warding off the aggressive acts of 
the Chinese rebels, can in no way testify 
to any independent plans which are com- 
pletely foreign to the policy of the impe- 
rial goyernment, As soon as lasting or- 
der shall have been established in Man- 
churia and indispensable measures taken

Will Land at Berehaven, Operating a 
Saving of More Than Eight Hours 
for Mail and Passengers, 


Epecial to the Post-D4iepatch. 

LONDON, Sept. 1.—An official communi- 
‘cation has been received from Dover con- 
cerning the use of that port by the new line 
of transatlantic niail steamers, to be built 
and owned in the United States and called 
the “Atlantic Shipping Co.” 

This company has been formed ‘for the 
purpose of running weekly steamers be- 
tween New York and England and the con- 
tinent, and it is stated is to be subsidized 
by the United States for carrying mails. 

The first port for these lines.on this side 
of the Atlantic will be Berehaven, on the 
extremé south'west of Ireland, at the en- 
trance of Bentry Bay. This is a naval sta- 
tion for the British fleet, and isgfefended 
by forts erected on an island and on the 
mainiand. ‘It contains all the necessaries, 
including depth of water, for’ such a port. 

Among ge bills passed by parilament 
last sessioni was ane enabling a railway to 
be constryicted from the pier in Berehaven 
harbor almost in a straight line to Ross- 
lare, o the east coast, where the Great 
Westér Railway of England is now estab- 
lishing ‘a line of fast mall steamers to do 
the” fifty-seven miles passage to Fish- 

lard, Wales, in two and three-quarters 

ours, 

The effect of this arrangement will be 
that a special train leaving Berehaven 
with mails and passengers will be at Pad- 
dington in less than thirteen hours. This, 
‘as compared with the Queenstown route, 
is a clear gain of over eight hours in time, 
as atheven is six hours west of Queens- 
‘town. On the many occasions of stormy 
weather, when mail steamers cannot et 
into Quicenstown and must proceed to Liv- 
erpooil, the gain will be increased, as Bere- 
haven harbor is available in all weathers. 
It has two entrances, perfectly sheltered, 
with forty ot fifty fathoms of water. 

The steamers of this new line, after leav- 
ing Berehaven, will call at Havre and then 
come on to Dover, subsequently proceeding 
to Flushing. The steamers are to be con-

Mace 584 Knots One Day and Crossed 
Atlantic in 5 Days, 12 Hours and 
29 Minutes. 


NEW YORK, Sept. 1.—The steamer 
Deutschland of the Hamburg-American 
Line has again eclipsed all previous rec- 
ords for fast transatlantic traveling. She 
has broken the eastern and western rec- 
ords.

FIGHTING RINGSTERS HARD. 


Laborers at Kinloch and Washington 
University the Subject of Much 
Attention. 


The fight between ring and .anti-ring, 
which has been rending the Republicans 
of St. Louis County the past four months, 
will end Tuesday, the day of the primaries. 

The last two weeks have been full of 
bitterness. It will take a long time for har- 
mony to come again, even after the fight is 


over. 

Both sides in the battle have been making 
extreme charges. The ring has all along 
characterized the anti-ring men as bolters. 
It claims there has been no occasion for a 
split. 

The anti-ring crowd is made up mostly of 
young men. They say it is time the ring, 
which has run things since 1878, should 
quit. They claim the people are tired of a 
few men making out a slate every election 
and running it quietly aati for their 
own good. 

The anti-ring was in favor of a primary 
election and claims the decision tn favor of 
such an election as a victory for itself. The 
anti-ring men claim they can get right at 


the people’ now and that they will throw 
the old ring out. 

Tuesday will show whether they will or 
not. The ring ts strong and hard to beat. 
Its opponents have even gone so far as. to 
say that it is using unfair means to win 
out. 

It is claimed by the anti-ring men that 
the ring Is planning to vote all the laborers 
who live in the city and work on the Wash- 
ington University buildings and the Kinloch 
track. There are about six hundred of these 
men altogether and it ts said an attempt 
will be made to vote them in the precincts 
which He next to the city. 

Members of the anti-ring say they have 
received it straight that representatives of 
the ring have been working among these 
laborers and have also been bringing in- 
fluence to bear upon their employers. 

So sure are the anti-ring men of the at- 
tempt to vote these ‘“‘Indians’’ that they 
claim to have made a complete_list of them 
all, with their addresses. These lists, they 
savy, will be distributed among the judges 
and clerks next Tuesday. and when the 
men present themselves to vote, they will 
be turned down. 

The chief fight between the two factions 
is over the sheriff's race. Albert Autenreith 
is the candidate of the ring and Edmund 
(. Hencken of the anti-ring. Both men 
have been deputy sheriffs and have first- 
class records.
